ILLICIT cigarettes which could 
contain asbestos powder and rat 
poison were among a large haul 
seized during raids this week. 

Luton Council officers found 
35,000 cigarettes in shops in the 
town centre and High Town follow¬ 
ing a crackdown on the black market 
tobacco trade. 

Among the products discovered 
during raids on Monday and Tuesday 
was a brand called Jin Ling, which in 
the past has been found to contain 
asbestos powder. 

Trading Standards officers also 
found half a kilogram of rolling 
tobacco and blunts, which are 
flavoured tobacco products. 

They also got a quantity of 
unclassified DVDs and black henna. 

Their raids came after they were 
tipped off by Will O’Reilly, an ex- 
Scotland Yard detective who investi¬ 
gates the illicit cigarette trade indus¬ 
try. 

He visited the town earlier this 
year after a survey found that one in 
three empty cigarette packs in the 
town were illegal. 

Mr O’Reilly went to a number of 
shops and said he found they were 
‘rather easy to purchase’. 

He then passed on his findings to 
the council who visited the 13 prem¬ 
ises where the cigarettes had been 
bought. 

The authority made seizures in 
seven of the shops, including one 
where the products had been hidden 
behind a false wall at the back of the 
store. 


Stephen Dibble, from the Trading 
Standards team, said he was 
‘pleased’ with what was the biggest 
find the council have had for some 
time. 

He said the trade, which is esti¬ 
mated to cost the government £3 
billion a year in lost tax revenue, not 
only damaged the local economy as 
well but also put the health of their 
smokers at risk. 

Mr Dibble said: “From our point of 
view this is non-UK duty paid so 
they are cheap cigarettes. 

“From a local economy point of 
view, this is undermining local busi¬ 


nesses that comply with the law. One 
of the traders said to me ‘I wouldn’t 
normally do this but I can’t compete 
with my competitors, I have to have 
this stuff because everybody else 
does’. 

“So they all know who’s doing it 
and they can’t sell legitimate ciga¬ 
rettes so they have to sell the illicit 
ones. 

“Not only does it undermine the 
local economy, the tax revenue, I 
think it’s well publicised, but as has 
been demonstrated by Jin Ling, you 
can never be quite certain what’s in 
your cigarettes.”

Man told to face fraud 
trial - and lose weight

AN obese manufacturer who 
claims the stress of court might 
kill him was ordered to stand 
trial for making allegedly bogus 
bomb detectors - after his doctor 
admitted he could ‘lose the 
spare tyres’. 

Samuel Tree, 67, and his wife, 
Joan, 61, both of Houghton Road, 
Dunstable, are accused of 
producing the machines which 
were sold to police forces across 
the UK. They both deny making 
an article for use in fraud. 

Mr Tree is said to have manu¬ 
factured the Alpha 6 devices, 
which were sold for £13,200, in 
his garden shed and is accused of 
knowing they were no better at 
spotting explosives than a £7 golf 
ball detector. 

But the 67-year-old, who is clin¬ 
ically obese, made a bid for his 
Old Bailey trial to be abandoned 
because the stress of the 
proceedings would be too much. 

His cardiologist, Dr Rodney 
Foale, told the court Mr Tree has 
heart problems and would not be 
able to stand trial whatever the 
crime he was accused of. 

He said: “In his day-to-day life, 
he faces a risk to his life because 
of his health.” 

Dr Foale added: “The patient is 
aware of the risk of sudden death, 



which is a real one although it is 
difficult to quantify. 

“It is not possible to be certain 
that the risk at trial, and extra 
stress and pressure under which 
he will be placed, could lead to 
coronary complications, which 
certainly include the possibility 
of certain death.” 

Prosecutor Richard Whittam 
QC, asked: “Are you saying his 
condition is such that he could 
never stand trial?”, to which he 
relied yes. 

The court heard Mr Tree has 
diabetes and is suffering from 
heart problems which need 
surgery. 


Dr Foale told the court he would 
be unwilling to operate until the 
court proceedings have been 
dealt with. 

He added: “I have suggested he 
finds a way of identifying the 
pressure he places on his heart. 

“I have looked at his weight and 
blood pressure, and the GP has 
done a sterling job in restricting 
his blood sugar and blood pres¬ 
sure as far as possible, because of 
his obesity He is a big man, and 
it is certainly under his control - 
he could lose the spare tyres. 

“But he is squat and small, and 
my assessment of him is that he 
has probably done as much as he 
can to lose weight.” 

But Judge Richard Hone QC 
rejected the bid for the trial to be 
stayed, pointing out defendants 
older and more unwell than Mr 
Tree have faced court in the past. 

“Mr Tree has continued to drive 
a car, he seems able to enjoy a 
reasonable lifestyle and there are 
no travel or other restrictions 
imposed on his life by Dr Foale. 

“His general condition would 
be improved by losing some 
weight, which is entirely in his 
own control. 

He concluded: “On the 
evidence I have seen here, I can’t 
accept Mr Tree is unfit to give 
evidence at trial.” 

They will stand trial on May 19 
next year.

An eagle-eyed resi¬ 
dent realised this 
week that the sign in 
Luton Road was bare 
and without its usual 
notice.

I can’t 
imagine it has fallen 
off but I don’t know 
why anyone would 
want to take it either. 

“I just hope people 
still know where they 
are and don’t get 
lost!” 

A spokesman for 
Luton Borough 

Council said: 

“Apparently someone 
loves Luton so much, 
they want our signage 
too!”

DRUGS FOUND IN BANANA CASES 

POLICE have seized what is 
suspected to be a large amount of 
cocaine following a shipment of 
bananas from South America. 

The suspected drugs arrived on 
Friday in the rear of a container 
full of the fruit destined for a 
wholesaler in Luton. 

They were found when the 
container was being unpacked 
and police were called by the 
company. 

Officers recovered the white 
powder and took it to a safe 
location for tests and further 
enquiries.

The northbound Ml has been 
closed overnight between junc¬ 
tion 8, Hemel Hempstead, and 
junction 9, Redbourn for the last 
two nights while repair work 
takes place. They are due to 
finish tonight. 

CATALYTIC CONVERTER THIEF JAILED 

A MAN who stole catalytic 
converters from vehicles in 
Tonbridge has been jailed. 

Ionut Iorgoiu, 23, from Luton, 
appeared before Maidstone 
Crown Court on September 20 
and was sentenced to 10 months 
imprisonment. 

He had pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to steal from motor 
vehicles. 

Iorgoiu was forensically linked 
to a yard in East Peckham where 
it was reported that catalytic 
converters had been taken from 
vehicles in the yard last year on 
June 14. 

The three stolen converters 
were worth a total of £9,000.

Malgorzata Warzycha, of Leyland 
Road in Dunstable, who is due to have 
her baby next Saturday, appeared at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, where she pleaded guilty 
to the theft. 

The court heard that the 37-year-old

Gipsy Lane, Luton, on Saturday, 
September 7 with her husband. 

While he looked at other goods, she 
was observed to take the items from 
the packaging and put them into her 
red handbag. 

Her husband then paid for a number 
of items at the till but security stopped 
and detained Ms Warzycha after she 
had left the shop. The items, worth 
£30.96, were recovered but were 


unable to be re-sold as they had been 
removed from the packaging. 

Ms Warzycha, who was unrepresent¬ 
ed, said: “I know what I’ve done is very 
wrong and I won’t do it again. 

“I don’t want any trouble for my 
baby.” 

Magistrates handed her a six month 
conditional discharge and ordered her 
to pay compensation, costs and a vic¬ 
tim surcharge which totalled £130.96.

Cllr Garrett said the couple left 
a message with the local cat 
rescue but were not expecting to 
hear anything. They had even 
taken on a new cat called Maisy. 

But last week someone from the 
Luton Cat Rescue visited the cou¬ 
ple’s house in Butely Road with 
news that Percy had finally been 
found. 

Cllr Garrett said: “They said 
that he had been looked after by 
one of the staff at Starbucks. She 
had been putting out food for 
him and had been getting friend¬ 
ly with him. 

“As soon as he got back into the 
house he knew where everything 
was and it was like he had never 
been gone. 

“The dog and him got along like 
nothing had ever happened. It’s a 
miracle that he survived all those 
bad winters and it’s a bit of very 
good news for a change. 

“While he was gone we took in a 
new cat and they don’t get along 
yet but eventually they will. 

“Apparently he has been sleep¬ 
ing on top of a generator which 
was nice and warm. But imagine 
all the winters we have had, you 
would expect him to be all 
scrawny but he’s fine.”

School is out as

SCHOOLS across the area 
could close on Tuesday, 
after two teaching unions, 
the NUT and NASWAT, 
agreed to take industrial 
action over pay, pensions 
and working conditions. 

At present there is no defin¬ 
itive list of which schools will 
be closed, but it is believed 
that many have already 
contacted families directly 
to let them know about full 


or partial closures. Speaking 
ahead of the strike Luton 
NUT Co-Secretaries Bodrul 
Amin & Neill Sankey said: 
“Michael Gove, the Secretary 
of State for Education has 
refused to sit down with the 
teaching unions and discuss 
these changes; he is enforc¬ 
ing them without negotia¬ 
tion. 

“He wants to lengthen the 
school day and shorten 
school holidays, he has cut 
pensions and now his pay 
proposals are a move to cut 


teachers’ pay and worsen 
their working conditions.” 

In addition to the strike, 
there will be a peaceful static 
rally at midday at Market 
Hill in Luton on Tuesday, 
where there will be various 
speeches from teachers, and 
Trade Unionists. 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokeswoman said: “At this 
stage we do not know exactly 
what impact the strike will 
have on Luton schools, but it 
is inevitable that there will 
be some closures.”

Double arson attacks 
a vendetta’ says man

A FAMILY who’ve had two of 
their cars set alight twice in 
less than two weeks has hit 
out at the crime in an area of 
the town. 

Geoff Bennett, 61, from 
Copenhagen Close, in Marsh 
Farm, said he was hoping the 
public would come forward 
to help him identify the indi¬ 
viduals behind the arson 
attacks. 

On September 13 his part¬ 
ner’s son’s Vauxhall Corsa 
was set alight. 

This was followed by his 
partner’s Ford Fiesta being 
torched and burnt to a crisp 
in the early hours of Thursday 
morning. 

Mr Bennett, who in previ¬ 
ous years has spoken out 
against crime in Marsh Farm, 
said he hoped the latest 
incident would show the 
‘lawlessness’ he claims is rife 
in the area. 

He said he thought his 
family had been targeted 
because some of the youths 
in the area thought he was 


involved with the police. Mr 
Bennett said: “Obviously 
they have some kind of 
vendetta against us. We 
haven’t done anything 
wrong. For you to torch some¬ 
one’s car. . .we can’t work out 
what we’ve have done wrong. 

“Our family has been 
targeted and we don’t know 
why and we are hoping some¬ 
one can come out and help us 
identify the perpetrators. 

“We are hoping this will 


highlight lawlessness that is 
happening in Marsh Farm, 
the burglaries and car thefts 
that are happening in this 
area. 

“A few weeks ago three 
garages were broken into so 
the crime up here is rife.” 

A Bedfordshire police 
spokeswoman said the force 
were investigating both inci¬ 
dents. The fire service, which 
attended both fires, added it 
was also looking into them.

THE £91m Luton Dunstable 
Busway was officially 
opened to the public by 
Trasnport Minister Norman 
Bates this week. 

The Minister cut a ribbon 
on the 4.8-mile concrete 
guideway and unveiled a 
plaque at the new Luton 
Station bus-rail passenger 
interchange. 

The government has 
supported this major project, 
awarding £80.3 million back 
in March 2010. 

As he cut the ribbon, Mr 
Baker said: “An efficient and 
reliable transport system is 
the heartbeat of every local 
community. 

“This area is currently 
undergoing a major rejuvena¬ 
tion and it will now have a 
much improved public trans¬ 
port system to match.

Pioneered by Luton and

Council could face 
new round of cuts

THE town is headed for ‘far worse’ spending 
cuts if government proposals to reduce fund¬ 
ing go ahead, a councillor has said. 

Cllr Robin Harris, the finance portfolio hold¬ 
er at Luton Council, said the authority is look¬ 
ing at the prospect of having to ‘cut more in the 
next three years than we have had to do in the 
last two years’. 

The government is currently running a 
consultation on funding for local authorities 
which could see the council lose a further five 


per cent on top of the 15 per cent in cuts it is 
already preparing to make. 

Should the plans be implemented, Cllr Harris 
said the authority would be left with a budget 
of £122m in 2015/16 whilst having to fund 
statutory services at a cost of £134m. 

This leaves the town looking at the possibility 
of shedding £115m from its budget by 2015/16 
as it relies heavily on government funding. 

Cllr Harris said: “It’s one hell of a challenge. A 
lot of people are very upset over things which 
have had to go and quite rightly, but people 
need to realise the problem we have got as our 
funding is being cut substantially.”

David’s bowing out 
as county coroner

AS of Tuesday, the 
senior coroner for 
Bedfordshire and 
Luton will retire from 
his role after almost a 
quarter of a century 
serving the county. 

David Morris, 72, 
first took on the role 
for Huntingdon in 
Cambridgeshire in 
1987 before moving to 
Bedfordshire as a 
deputy in 1990, and 
becoming a full coro¬ 
ner two years later. 

He said: “It is not a 
job for everybody. A 
coroner’s job is 24/7 
and I regularly get 
calls in the middle of 
the night. 

“My first case in 
Bedfordshire was the 
first time I had actu¬ 
ally seen a body. It was 
in Eggington and I 
turned up at 5am to a 
field where some man 
who lived nearby had 
had his head shot off 
and there was blood 
and gore everywhere. 

“Since then I have 


got used to seeing 
bodies. However if 
anyone were to cut 
themselves here and 
now, I would most 
likely faint at the sight 
of blood.” 

David, who lives in 
Buckinghamshire, 
previously sat at 
courts in Luton, 
Dunstable and 
Bedford before mov¬ 
ing to The Old Court 
House in Ampthill 
earlier this month. 

Up until June he was 
also a judge presiding 
over mental health 
appeals. 

He will be succeeded 
by his deputy, Milton 
Keynes coroner, Tom 
Osborne. 

He said: “Having 
made the decision I 
will be sorry to go as I 
enjoy it here. 

“New legislation 
means more decisions 
have to be made on a 
daily basis and it got to 
a stage where I needed 
to come into the office 
every day. ..sol decid¬ 
ed I would quit while I 
was ahead.”

Action film’s all White but 
won’t go Down in history 


FILM REVIEW 



WHITE HOUSE DOWN [12A| _ 

Director: Roland Emmerich 

Out now 

DESPITE Independence Day direc¬ 
tor Roland Emmerich dicing up an 
entertaining actioner it was stupid 
to release a second White House- 
attacked-by-terrorists film so 
close to the last one. 

That said film was Olympus Has 
Fallen which was pound-for-pound 
better and even though we’ve had 
two asteroid-hitting-earth 
(Armageddon and Deep Impact) 
and two volcano-eruption (Volcano 
and Dante’s Peak) films in close 
succession before without affecting 
one another, there’s only so much 
cinema-goers can take nowadays. 

After my little rant, let’s get back 
to business. 

And that business is Channing 
Tatum as wannabe-secret service 
agent John Cale, who, with his 
daughter (Joey King), get embroiled 
in a - this time ‘curveball’ 
American-based - terrorist attack 
by a team of disgruntled ex-para¬ 
military types led by Zero Dark 
Thirty’s Jason Clarke. 

This is seemingly in retaliation to 
Obama-alike President Sawyer’s 
(Jamie Foxx) goody-two-shoes 
approach to world peace (okay, well 
maybe not quite alike) that is alien¬ 
ating warmongers from making 
serious cash from military sales. 

In pretty much the same way as 
Gerard Butler did in Olympus, 
Tatum works through the bad guys 
in appropriately eclectic ‘kicking- 
ass’ fashion in an attempt to save 
the president from getting 


captured etc. And for the most part 
this is perfectly palatable fare from 
Emmerich, who after a decent hour 
or so opening can’t resist delving 
into his usual over-the-top action 
scenes that takes the film from pos¬ 
sibly realistic to truly ludicrous. 

It also takes far too long to reach 


the climax - complete with ‘naff’ 
twist ending - but Tatum and Foxx 
(if totally unbelievable in a presi¬ 
dential capacity) have an enter¬ 
taining chemistry that always 
keeps it the right side of watchable. 

Which is particularly useful 
with Independence Day 2 in 


the early stages of production. 
Rating: 3/5

AS GOALLESS games go - and Luton fans 
know a lot about them lately - this dire con¬ 
test between the Hatters and Hereford was as 
stale as any from this or any other season. 

Town had their share of the few chances and 
substitute Andre Gray could have stolen the 
three points in added time, but the draw was 
a fair result as Luton registered an eighth 
Skrill Premier clean sheet of the campaign so 
far. 


Yet another useful away point on the road 
but after an impressive run of three consecu¬ 
tive wins, this was another game that Luton 
could so easily have snatched with more qual¬ 
ity in the final third. 

Manager John Still reiterated before this 
tough clash with the mid-table Bulls that he 
was not afraid to change a winning team. 

Tuesday’s travelling four-goal demolition of 
Woking was arguably Town’s most complete 
performance of the season to date. 

The lacklustre quality of the hosts in mid¬ 
week was undeniable but Luton still delivered 
from front to back. 

Keeper Mark Tyler was largely untested, the 
defence was imperious and the midfield was 
industrious. Strikers Gray and Mark Cullen 
were an unmanageable pair. 

Still’s trip home around the M25 on Tuesday 
would have been as comfortable as he has 


experienced in his tenure. 

Nevertheless, the emission of Gray for the fit 
again Paul Benson at Hereford was an indica¬ 
tion of Still’s standpoint in anticipation for 
this encounter. Hold the ball up top and try 
and get others involved. How sorely they 
missed Gray’s intensity though as they stut¬ 
tered to this point. 

Martin Foyle’s men had the better of the 
opening ten minutes as the Hatters fought off 
pressure after three quick-fire corners that 
thankfully, for Luton, led to nothing. 

Their scrappy beginning had all the hall¬ 
marks of Town’s last away defeat at Wrexham 
as Luton failed to gain a foothold in proceed¬ 
ings.
